— Why,  Mr  k'iain  ^laid  the 
gentleman  with  whom  1  cbnvcrltd),  you 
need  give  yourfclf  no  unealineis  concern  • 
iiig  that  head;  for  1  can  alUire  you  tliat 
they  meet  with  as  great  encouragement

1  loon  perceived  that  1  had  cho- 
fen  an  improper  topic  for  the  converfa- 
tion,  arid  therefore  ircteiiding  that  bufi- 
iicfs  called  me  away,  cut  it  Ihort  by  ta¬ 
king  my  leave. 

.  Although  I  had  little  dcfire  to  hear  the 
young  orator  ab<rre^en>»oin.*d  l^ak-  in 
public,  as  it  would  prolvibly  have  enga¬ 
ged  me  in  a  difagreeable  dlfciiffion  of 
this  fubjci^t  with  the  prejudiced  father, 
yet  I  had  a  great  curiofity  to  hear  fome 
of  thole  fcholars,  who  were  fo  quickly 
juAruded  in  what  1  had  always  hitherto 
deemed  impoflible ;  and,  as  the  lady,  in 
vcliofc  houfe  I  lodge,  bas  a  family  of  very 
fine  children,  I  incjuired  if  any  of  them 
v'Cre  at  fchool,  and  who  was  the  teacher ; 
and  was  foon  informed  that  ail  of  them 
bad  l>cen  infirinfled  in  the  ne^M  nvay^  as 
they  call  it,  and  found  no  great  dillicuity 


to  prevail  upon  them  to  read  to  me  as 
often  as  1  plcafed ;  but  1  was  not  a  little 
furprifed  to  find,  that  alnioft  all  thefe 
pretended  improvements  contilted  in 
making  the  children  pronounce  the  let¬ 
ters  in  a  way  different  from  what  'hsd 
been  formerly  done,  and  in  givtn'g  the 
words  founds  different  from  w  hat  their 
parents  ufed,  although  many  of  thefe 
W'erc  as  different  from  the  real  founds  of 
the  Engliih  language,  as  thofe  which 
they  made  ufe  of  iu  common  convcrla- 
tion. 

Evei7  perlbn  of  ordinary  parts,  Mr 
Printer,  miift  be  fenfible,that  it  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  very  little  confequence  in  what 
manner  the  confonanls  arc  pronounced 
when  we  are  Icanring  the  letters,  or 
which  of  the  founds  of  a  vowel,  w’hcre  it 
admits  of  more  than  one,  is  employed  to 
ditlinguilh  it  from  others,  w’heii  we  give- 
it  a  name;  yet  I  find  that  this  is  one  of 
the  principal  pv/mts  upon  which  thefc  re¬ 
formers  reft  their  merit ;  and  they  would’ 
laugh -at  a  man  as  little  better  thfan  t 
Hottentot,  w  ho  fhould  prelend  to  teaeb 
the  language,  as  of  old,  by  denoting  the 
letter  A,  when  by  itfelf,  by  the  full  open

Every¬ 
one  knows  that  the  fame  vowel  in  the 
Eiiglilh  language  often  admits  of  difi'erent 
founds  in  different  lituations;  fi)  that,  if- 
w'€  chufe  any  one  of  thefe  founds  which  * 
it  often  afiiimes,  by  which  w’e  .acculfom 
the  fchoVar  to  denominate  that  letter,  w*e

For,  in  the 
fivfl  place,  it  is  certain  that  iio  pciion  can 
ever  teach  another  to  pronounce  any  un- 
accUHomcd  found,  until  he  himtdf  is 
able  tcido  it  with  the  ulrnoft  facility  and 
critical  txadnefs.  But  the  daily  expe¬ 
rience  of  all  man  kind  concurs  in  lliowing, 
that  it  is  the  muft  diihcult  thing  imagi- 
jinhle  for  any  perfon  e\er  to  lofc  his  own 
original  mode  of  pronounciation,  and  a- 
doptanyi»tlicr  vhith  is  dilfercnt  from  it, 
jo  perfcdly  as  not  to  becalily  diitinguifh- 
abie  fn*m  a  native‘  wlio  has  been  always 
accufionud  to  it  To  f.iy  that  this  is  im- 
piifl'iWc  ever  to  l>e  attained,  would  per- 
hapi be  going  too  far;  but  it  mull  be  al¬ 
lowed  by  every  oik,  that,  if  ever  it  is  at¬ 
tained,  it  can  only  be  by  the  help  of  great 
attention,  and  very  long  rclidencc  among 
the  people  who  c  maimer  of  fpeech  w  e 
would  w  iPo  to'  adopt ;  and  if  we  find 
.that  nniiy  people,  who  have  refided  al- 
inoft  a  w  hole  iife-liinc  in  a  place,  have 
not  been  able  to  lofc  intireiy  their  own 
IctnevS  of.  language,  is  it  to  be  fuppofed 
•iliat  thole  w  ho  have  refided  among  them 
only  for  a  few  months, can  h.Tve  acquired 
the  prcnounci.itioii  with  fuch  perkct  ac- 
‘curacy,  as  tomiftake  nope  of  thcii  founds 
in  the  fmallefi  degree,  and  have  thefe  un- 
ufiial  founds  fo  firmly  rivetted  in  their 
mind,  as  never  aftc  rw  ardt*  to  forget  tliem, 
although  daily  converting  with  perfons 
who  dt*  not  employ  them:  Thi''»  is  liire- 
Iv  what  ng  one  will  ftrioufly  afiert :  and 
*if  thtle  preceptqrs  only  acc’uire  .an  im- 
•  pcrfcifl  knowledge  of  the  fiiunds  that 
they  pretend  to  teach,  wliat  mull  t*c  the 
cfmfequence  of  teaching  this  impcrfe^fl 
j  irgon  to  others, but  to  introduce  a  niot- 
.ley  language,  ne’ther  underAood  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Bngt.ind  or  Scotland,  al- 
’thongb  equally  dilagreeahlc  to  both.? 
‘I'hcre  is  an  cate  of  exprefiion,  and  an  un- 
‘afltiSed  plainnefs  in  the  w’hole  appearance 
of  a  perfon,  who  employs  the  founds  of 
.  language  which  he  has  been  accuAomed 
to,  whicli  is  often  n\ore  agreeable  to  a 
Til  anger  than  the  affvdation  of  even  a 
better  manner,  when  it  is  but  imjierfedtly 
aerjuired:  and,  if  any  itihaUitaiU  ofBritain 
takes  cai  c  to  avoid  uiing  pcorincial  ci- 
‘pfe(rH»n.  he  will  be  very  e;*fily  nndernood 
by  any  one  who  employs  the  language  of 
the  ceui  t,  cTthougb  his  meje  of  pronguu-

But,  in  the  next  pbee,  even  fuppoftng 
that  t!ie  teachers  were  in  every  refpea 
qualified,  for  the  talk  they  have  underta¬ 
ken,!  w'ou’d  Hill  l>c  dlfpolld  to  think, 
that  the  means  w'hich  they  ein|>loy  W'oiild 
be  very  inadequate  for  the  end.  which 
'they  propok,  tiie  tfiecling  a  general 
change  of  the  pronounciation  of  this 
cduirtry.  A  ciiiid,  while  he  remaias  in 
the  ichool,  is  indeed  obUged  to  give  the 
words  fuch  lounds'a.i  hfs  preceptor  re** 
quires,  or  the  beift  imitations  of  them 
that  he  can ;  but  he  is  no  fooner  upon 
the  ftrect  th.an  he  Ipeaks  his  own  native 
language,  w  ithout  the  fmalleH:  rcftrajiit: 
and  indeed  it  is  necefiary  that  he  fliould 
do  fo;  for,  if  he  begun  with'his  ttfsy 
and  d'e/ii,  and  ends^  and  h^tsy  he  would. 
l)c  hooted  at  by  every  boy  he  met;  fo 
that  his  general  conver/ation  docs  not 
receive  the  finallen;  improvement  from 
this  caufe;  .and  it  is  hardly  to  be  fuppo^ 
led,  that,  he  will  attain  great  perfection  in 
pronouncing  an  unaccutlom,cd  l.inguage 
in  thefe  few  hours  he  is  iiithcfchooi; 
and,  as  he  mull  ncgled  it  as  foon  a»  he 
leaves  the  Ichool,  tlw  little  that  he  had 
acquired  w'ill  then  be  quickly  forgotten. 

It  is  true*,  indeed,  that  when  lictaRCs  hia 
Ivjok,  and  reads  to  his  inammay  he  af-, 
fumes,  as  w’ell  as  he  can,  the  half  forgot- 
4en  founds;  but,  as  he  now  reads  more 
feldom  aloud  than  formerly,  he  finds 
everyday  more  difiicult  to  recoHeCk  them, 
till  at  length,  being  arrived  at  that  period 
of  life  when  feutimeiit  begins  to  be  de¬ 
veloped,  and  the  focial  principle  to 
grow  (Irong,  he  fometimes  wilbes  to 
read  fqme  favourite  pafiages  to  a  friend 
or  miftrefs,  to  make  them  participate  in  . 
his  delight;  but  luring  un.r’oie  to  l>eAr 
with  th.it  iinn.itur.il  ftilTiitfs  which  thefe 
uniifiial  founds  occafiou,  where  the  heart 
and  affeclioiis  are  engaged,  he  lays  them 
afidc  intireiy,  and  adi>pt8  the  more  unaf¬ 
fected  tones  that  he  employs  in  ordinary 
tonverfandn,  wl^i  he  feels  are  more 
expreiUve  of liU  mtcrnal  emotions.  Thus 
at  lall  he  lofes  all  that  he  had  attained  by 
his  fine  education,  tlie  onlv  efTei^s  of 
which  has  iMren  perhaps  toinfpire  himfelf 
with  a  little  vanity  and  felf  coniidencf 
when  a  child,  to  make  his  mother  admii^ 
his  afieifled  prattle,  and  give  him  the 
trouluc  of  leaming  tw'ice  w  hat  he  might 
with  greater  cafe  have  acquired  ^  at 
the  (irtl,  if  be  liad  been  uUtru^il  io  • 
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ptnin  and  «nafflK9:ed  manner.  If  ever  a 
civmgr  is  prociuced  in  the  general  mode 
of  pronouncing  a  language,-  it  feems  to

Nations^  ^hich  inhabit  the  Banks 
of  the  ^reat  River  Mi$  s  i  s  i  p  P  i.

At  the  Nutebes  Sep,  lo.  1751. 

I  AM  juft  now  arrived  at  the  place 
Nviu  re  t!)e  great  nation  of.  I  he  Natches 
t'onncrly  lived,  of  which  the  public  news 
ha\e  laid  lb  much.  It  is  all'erted,  that 
this  formidable  nation  gave  laws  too¬ 
thers,  on  account  of  the  great  extent  of 
llieir  country.  They  inhabited  all  the 
fivice  of  land  between  the  river  Mcnchak, 
which  is  about  50  leagues  from  the  lea, 
aiul  the  river  Iloyo,  which  is  near  460 
ieigues  from  the  lea. 

'I'he  Natches  who  lived  here  formerly 
were  a  very  confiderablc  nation.  They 
1  inned  feveral  villages,  that  were  under 
fome  peculiar  chiefs;  and  thefc  laft  a- 
gain  obeyed  one  grand  chief  of  the 
whole  nation.  All  thcfe  princes  bore 
the  name  of  funs ;  there  were  five  hun¬ 
dred  of  them  all  relations  of  the  great 
lun,  their  common  fovereign,  who  car¬ 
ried  on  his  breaft  the  image  of  the  fun, 
from  which  he  pretended  to  trace  his  o- 
rigiii,  and  which  was  adored  under  the 
name  of  Wachil,  which  fignifies  the 
great  fire,  or  the  fupreme  fire. 

The  manner  in  which  the  Natches 
rendered  divine  fervice  to  the  fun,  has 
fomething  folcmn  in  it.  The  high  prieft 
got  up  before  fun-riling,  and  marched 
at  the  head  of  the  people  with  a  grave 
pace,  and  the  cal y met  of  peace  In  his 
hand;  he  fmoked  in  honour  of  the  fun, 
ajid  blew  the  firft  mouthful  of  fm<»ke  to¬ 
wards  him.  On  the  appearance  of  that 
luminous  body,  all  the  byftanders  began 
to  howl  by  turns  after  the  high  prieft, 
'  and  contemplated  it  with  their  arms  ex¬ 
tended  to  heaven.  Then  they  threw 
theinfclves  on  the  ground ;  and  their 
women  brought  their  children,  and 
taught  them  to  keep  in  a  devout  atti¬ 
tude. 

About  their  harveft-time,  which  hap¬ 
pened  in  July,  the  Natches  celebrated  a 
great  feaft.  They  began  with  blacking 
their  faces;  and  did  not  eat  tiM  three 
hours  after  noon,  having  previoufly  puri¬ 
fied  themfclvcs  in  the  baths ;  the  oldcft 


man  in  the  nation  then  offered  to  their 
deity  the  firft  fruits  of  their  crops. 

1  hey  had  a  temple  in  which  they  kept 
up  an  eternal  fire;  the  prieft i  took  great 
,care  to  preferve  it,  and  for  this  purpofc 
they  were  only  allowed  to  make  ufc  of  the 
wotxl  of  one  kind  of  tree;  if  unhappily 
the  fire  was  exlinguilhed,  all  the  peopfc 
were  in  the  great^ft  confternation,  and- 
the  neglectful  prielts  were  punillRtl 
with  death :  but  fuch  an  event  hapiKutfil 
very  feldom  ;  for  the  keepers  of  this  ce- 
leftial  fire  could  ealily  renew  it,  by  fetch¬ 
ing  common  fire,  under  pretext  of  light¬ 
ing  their  calumets;  for  they  were  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  employ  the  holy  fire  for  that 
ufe. 

When  their  fovereign  died,  he  w’as  ac¬ 
companied  to  the  grave  by  his  wives  and 
!>y  feveral  of  his  fubjeCIs.  The  Icflcr 
funs  took  care  to  follow  the  fame  cuf- 
toni ;  the  law  Hkewife  condemned  every 
Natchez  to  death,  who  had  married  a 
girl  of  the  blood  of  the  funs,  as  foon  as 
dhe  was  expired.  On  this  occifion,  I 
muft  tell  you  the  hiftory  of  an  Indian, 
who  was  no  ways  willing  to  fubmit  to 
this  law :  his  name  was  Etteaeteal ;  he 
contracted  an  alliance  with  the  funs;  but 
the  confcqucnccs  which  this  honour 
brought  along  with  it,  had  like  to  have 
proved'^very  unfortunate  to -him.  His* 
wife  fell  lick ;  as  foon  as  he  fhw  her  at 
the  point  of  death,  he  fled,  embarked  on 
a  piragua  on  the  Miflifippi,  and  came  to 
New  Orleans.  lie  put  hirnfelf  under  the 
protection  of  M.  de  Bienville,  the  then* 
governor,  and  offered  to  be  his  huntf- 
man.  The  governor  accepted  his  fer- 
vices,  and  intcrefted  hirnfelf  for  him 
with  the  Natches,  who  declared  that  he 
had  nothing  more  to  fear,  becaufc  the 
ceremony  was  paft,  and  he  was  accor¬ 
dingly  no  longer  a  lawful  prize. 

EttcaCteal,  being  thus  affured,  ven¬ 
tured  to  return  to  his  nation :  and,  with¬ 
out  fettling  among  them,  he  made  feve- 
ral  voyages  thither:  he  happened  to  be 
there  when  the  fun,  called  the  ftung  fer- 
pent,  brother  to  the  grand  fun,  died; 
he  was  a  relation  of  the  late  vyife  of 
EttcaCtcal,  and  they  refolved  to  make 
him  pay  his  debt.  M.  de  Bienville  had. 
been  recalled  to  France,  and  the  fove¬ 
reign  of  the  Natches  thought  that  the 
protector’s  ahfence  had  annulled  the  re¬ 
prieve  granted  to  the ‘protected  perfon  ; 
and  accordingly  he  cauied  him  to  be  ar- 
refted*  As  foon  as  the  poor  fellow  found 
hirnfelf  in  the  hut  of  the  grand  chief  of* 
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vMr,  tf^gether  with  the  other  vi^ims 
dellincd  to  be  I'acrificed  to  the  ftuog  fer- 
pent,  he  gave  vent  to  the  excefi;  of  his 
grief.  The  favourite  wife  of  the  late  fun, 
who  wa^j  like  wile  to  be  ficrificeJ,  and 
w’h.)  faw  the  preparations  for  her  death 
whii  firmnefs  and  fccincd  impatient  to 
rejoin  her  hulb  ind,  hearing  Eueactears 
complainta  and  groans,  faid  to  him,  art 
thou  no  warrior  ?  He  anfwered,  yes,  I 
am  one.  However,  faid  (he,  thou  cry- 
ell,  life  is  dear  to  thee;  and  as  that  hthe 
cale,  it  is  not  good  that  thou  fhouldH  go 
along  with  us,  go  with  the  women.  Ette- 
acteal  replied,  true,  life  is  dear  to  me ; 
it  would  l)e  well  if  I  walked  yet  on  earth 
till  the  death  of  the  great  fnn,  and  I 
would  die  with  him.  Go  thy  way,  taid 
the  favourite,  it  is  not  fit  that  thou 
fhoiildd  go  w’ith  us,  and  that  thy  heart 
thouid  remain  behind  on  earth  ;  once 
more  get  away,  and  let  me  fee  thee  no 
mtn-c. 

EttcacAca]  did  not  flay  to  have  this  or¬ 
der  repeated  to  him  ;  he  difappeared  like 
lightning :  three  old  women, '  tw’o  of 
which  were  his  relation .,  offered  to  pay 
hibdeht;  their  age  and  tiieir  infirmities 
had  tlifgufted  them  of  life ;  none  of  them 
.had  been  able  to  ufe  their  legs  for  a  great 
w  hiie.  TK*  hair  of  the  two  that  were 
related  to  Etica<51eal  were  no  more  grey 
than  thofe  of  women  offifty-five  years  in 
Fra’Kc.  The”  other  old  woman  was  a 
hundred  and  twenty  years  old,  and  had 
very  while  hnir,  which  is  a  very  uncom¬ 
mon  thing  amtmg  the  IndiaHs  :  none  of 
the  three  had  a  quite  wrinkled  fldn. 
They  were  difpatched  in  the  evening, 
one  at  the  door  of  the  ftung  ferpent,  and 
the  other  two  upon  the  place  before  the 
temple  *. 

The  generofity  of  thefe  women  gave 
Etteadleal  life  Again,  acquired  him  the 
degree' of  Conjidtred^  arid  drared  his 
honour,  which  he  had  fullied  by  fearing 
death.  He  remained  quiet  after  that 
time;  and,  tiTcing  advantage  of  what  he 
had  learned  during  his  ftay  among  the 
French,  he  became  a  juggler,  and  made

ufe  of  his  knowledge  to  impofe  upon  hit 
countrymen  f. 

The  morning  after  this  execution,  thqr 
made  every  thing  read'/  for  the  convoy; 
and  the  hour. being  come,  the  great  maf- 
ter  of  the  ceremonies  appeared  at  the 
door  of  the  hut,  adorned  iuitably  to  his 
quality ;  the  vidims  who  were  to  ac¬ 
company  the  dccealed  prince  into  the 
manfion  of  the  fpirits,  came  forth;  they  . 
conUfted  of  the  favountc  wife  of  the  de-  . 
ccafed,  of  his  llcond  wife,  his  chancel¬ 
lor,  his  phyfician,  his  hired  man,  that  is 
his  fii*ft  lervant,  and  of  fome  old  women. 

The  favourite  went  to  the  great  fun, 
with  whom  there  were  fevcral  French¬ 
men,  to  take  leave  of  him  ;  lire  gave  or¬ 
ders  for  the  funs  of  both  fexes  that  w'ere 
her  children  to  appear,  and  fpoke  to  the 
folio w’ing  cflVd  : 

“  Children,  tli»s  is  the  day  on  which  I 
am  to  tear  myfelf  from  your  arms,  and 
to  follow  your  father’s  fteps,  who 
waits  for  me  m  the  country  of  fpi  its ; 
if  I  were  to  yield  to  your  tears,  !  would 
injure  my  love,  and  fail  in  my  duty.  I 
have  done  enough  for  you,  by  bearing 
you  next  to  my  heart,  and  by  fuckling 
you  w’ith  my  breafts.  You  that  aic  de- 
iccndcd  of  his  blood,  and  fed  by  my 
milk,  ought  you  to  died  tears  ?  Rejoice 
rather  that  you  arc  funs  and  warriors ; 
you  are  bound  to  give  examples  of  firm- 
nefs  and  valour  to  the  whole  nation ;  go,  • 
my  children,  I  have  provided  for  all  your 
wants,  by  procuring  jou  friends ;  my 
friends,  and  thole  or  your  father  arc 
your’s  too;  I  leave  you  amidll  them; 
they  are  the  French,  they  are  tender 
hearted  and  generous,  make  yourfclvet 
worthy  of  their  efteem,  by  not  degene¬ 
rating  from  your  race ;  always  ad  openly 
with  them,  and  never  implore  them 
with  meannefs. 

“  Are  you  Frenchmen  V*  added  (he, 
turning  herfelf  towards  our  officers;  “  I 
recommend  my  orphan  children  to  you ; 
they  will  know  no  other  fathers  than  you, 
you  ought  to  protci^l  them.*!  .  : 

After  that  Ihe  got  up ;  and,  followed  -• 
by  licr  troop,  returned  to  her  huiband’t 
hut,  with  a  furprifing  firmnefs.  ,  ^ 

A  noble  woman  came  to  join  herfelf  ‘ 
to  the  numlier  of  vidims  of  her  own  iu:v  ' 
cord,  being  engaged  by  the  friendihip  (he

bore  the  ftung  fcrpcnt,  to  follow  him  in¬ 
to  the  other  worid.  The  Europeans  called 
her  the  haughty  lady,  on  account  of  her 
tnajellic  deportment,  and  her  proud  air, 
and  becaufe  flic  only  frequented  the 
com  pan  y  of  the  mofl  difUnguilhed  French¬ 
men  ;  they  regretted  her  much,  becaiifc 
Die  had  the  knowledge  of  feveral  fimplei, 
with  which  (he  had  faved  the  lives  of 
many  of  our  fick.  This  moving  fight 
filled  onr  people  with  grief  and  horror. 
The  tavouritc  wife  of  the  deceafed  rofe 
up,  and  fpoke  to  them  with  a  fmiling 
countenance :  “  I  die  without  fear  haid 
Ihe) ;  grief  docs  not  indiitter  my*  laft 
liours;  I  recommend  my  children  to  you;

father,  and  that  he  was,  till  death,  a  true 
and  tiiicere  friend  of  your  nation,  whom 
he  loved  more  than  himfeif.  The  difpo- 
fer  of  life  has  been  pleafed  to  call  him, 
and  I  lhall  foon  go  and  join  him ;  I  ihall 
tell  him  that  I  have  fecn  your  hearts  mo¬ 
ved  at  the  light  of  his  corpfc :  do  not  be  * 
grieved ;  we  (hall  be  longer  friends  in  the 
country  of  the  fpirits  than  here,  becaufe 
we  do  not  die  there  again.” 

At  the  hour  intended  for  tfie  ceremo¬ 
ny,  they  made  the  vi^ims  fwallow  little 
balls  or  pills  of  tobacco,  in  order  to  make 
them  giddy,  and,  as  it  were,  to  take  the 
fenfation  of  pain  from  them ;  afrer  that 
they  were  all  ftrangled,  and  put  upon 
mats,  the  favourite  on  the  right,  the  o- 
ther  wife  on  the  left,  and  the  others  ac¬ 
cording  to  tlieir  rank.

A  Trbatise  9n  the  Copal*  Oil 
V A  R  N 1 8  H ,  or  *ix}hat  in  France  //  cai» 
/c^Vernis  Martin.  IVith  the  un* 
doubted  Re c E it r  for  making  it, 

T^HIS  writer  lays,  that  multitudes  are 
to  this  hour  poring  over  various  ez- 
penfive  trials  to  make  this  excellent  var- 
nifli ;  but  very  few  have  nearly  hit  on  the 
real  method  of  making  it.  He  adds, 
that  the  following  receipt  is  undoubted¬ 
ly  the  true  one  ufed  by  Martin  himfeif. 

“  Firft,  it  is  ncccflary  to  be  fumifhed 
with  a  proper  veflel  to  make  it  iB,  wliich 
ihould  be  fuch  a  one  at  follows : 

“  Let  there  be  made  a  large  earthen 
pot  with  a  cover;  let  the  fhape  rciemble 
a  chocolate  pot,  with  a  handle  to  it;  the 
cover  mull  fix  on  exceedinj'ly  clofe,  and 
the  vcffcl  be  large  enough  to  hold  a  gal¬ 
lon,  and  well  glaxfd  infidcand  ouLi^uv  * 


mull  be  taken  this  pot«  U  exceedingly 
ilrong,  and  not  cracked  when  fet  on  the 
fire,  led  it  Ibould  buril  and  fire  the  gums 
and  oil,  which  may  be  attended  with 
dangerous  confequences,  and  for  the 
better  frfety  ihould  be  done  in  an  open 
place. 

The  Receipt  to  make  the  Coptti  and 
Amber  Varnijb, 

Let  yqiir  melting-pot  be  warmed, 
and  then  pour  into  it  four  ounces  of  Chii>. 
or  Cyprus  turpentine;  let  it  diflblve  till 
it  ia fluid;  then  pour  into  it  eight  ounces 
of  amber  finely  powdered  ;rad  lifted; 
mingle  it  well  with  the  fluid  turpentine, 
and  fet  it  on  your  fire  for  a  quarter  of  an 
hour.  Now  take  off  your  pot,  and  gently 
pour  into  it  a  pound  of  copal,  finely 
bruifrd,  but  not  powdered;  dir  theic 
well  togetherj  and  add  four  ounces  more 
of  your  Ohio  turpentine,  and  a  gill  of 
warm  turpentine  oil.  ^  it  again  on  . 
your  fire,  blowing  it  a  tittk  brilker.  - . 

**  When  it  has  been  on  your  fire  about 
half  an  hour,  take  it  off,  open  your  pot 
and  dir  them  well  together,  adding  two 
ounces  of  the  fined  and  whited  colo¬ 
phony.  Set  it  again  on  the  fire,  adding 
a  greater  brilkncls  to  it  with  the  bellows, 
and  let  it  remain  till  all  is  dillblvcd  and 
fluid  as  water.  Then  take  off  your  pot, 
remove  it  a  little  didance  from  the.  fire, 
and  let  it  dand  a  few  minutes  till  the  e»- 
cefs  of  beat  is  foniewhat  abated.  Then 
have  ready  by  you  twenty-four  ounces 
of  poppy,  nutt,  or  lintfecd  oil,  rnade^ 
drying ;  and  pour  it  into  your  diflbhred 
gums,  by  degrees,  boiling  hot,,  (but  let 
that  be  ^Ued  on  another  fire,  at  a  little 
didance  from  that  you  melt  your  gun  * 
over)  dirring  them  together  with  a  long 
deal  dick.  When  you  bxve  thoroughly 
incorporated  your  fluid  gums  and  ou, 
fet  them  over  your  fire  for  a  few  minutes,  * 
dill  dirring  it  about,  till  it  boils  once  up  ; 
then  take  it  carry  it  to  fome  didance, 
and  pour  it  into  a  quart  of  turpentine 
made  hot  over  vour  fecond  fire.  Stir  all 
this  well  together,. and  give  them  one 
boil  up ;  then  take  it  off,  and  pour  into 
it  a  pint  more  of  turpentine,  made  hot, 
dill  dirring  it  well*  If  your  gums  are 
thoroughly  melted,  and  you  have  incor¬ 
porated  them  well,. your  .vamiib  is  made. 

**  Let  ft  now  dand  by  to  cool ;  and 
when  it  is  become  onlv  lukewarm,  ffraiu* 
it  through  a  olofe  doth  into  another 
vdfel,  and  if  you  find  your  vamUh  400 
thick,  thiu  it  with  oil  ^ 
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it  is  only  the  conliilcncy  of  liiUfecd-oil. 
Strain  it  a  iVcoikI  tijne,  ihtu  it  for 

ul'c,  and  let  it  Hand  a  moiitli  at  Icoft,  be¬ 
fore  it  ii*  uicil. 

“  1ft his  variiiniis  made  with  care,  your 
fire  bnik,  and  ncitlicr  your  nur  oil 
lutiiU'd  to  burn,  il  iltould  be  as  clear  as 
aml*eT-bcer;  \n  h.ieii  ir  a-'  tine  as  any  Mar¬ 
lin  ever  made  with  at  exprdVed  oil. 

“  I'hc  dila  ;;:rciablc  fnicll.'*  aiiriiig  from 
the  melting  of  the  gums,  and  the  very 
great  fmoLe  ilfuing  Iroin  them,  irukc  it 
proper  to  be  done  in  a  yaril  or  <'ptn 
pl.ace ,  a  frequent  repetition  of  making 
this  varn.M  requires  it;  ntherwife acou- 
linccl  place  will  Ixr  very  prejudicial  to  the 
health  of  the  maker. 

“  1  his  is  the  avbial  copal  varnlili,  as 
inverted,  made,  and  nfedby  Martin,  and 
which  has  m  a..4e  fo  much  n*>irc  in  Lon¬ 
don,  lliefe  twenty  years  paft.'* 

T.f '  JMjr^r.cr  if  is  VArnilh  is  laid  cv, 
and  ih^  .Mtfth^id  uf'sd  to  rub  do^vn 
and  hii^tiy  poiijb  the  fame, 

“  When  your  piece  to  he  vamiihed  is 
h  m«h  ed  painting  (w  hole  colours  Ih..)  uiil 
Im.' laid  <>n  as  linooih  as  pt»mh!c\  let  it 
fuu’d  till  il  is  penectiy  Imodje-d  you  rub 
up  the  painiiiig  by  vaniilhing  before  it  is 
dry. 

“  Let  your  varnillj  be  only  of  the  con- 
hltrncv  of  oil.  otherwife  it  will  be  too 
thick  for  you  to  work  it  freely. 

“  Varniih  your  pannel  fmocthly  over, 
and  let  it  ihand  b)  till  quite  dry;  then 
virnim  it  over  again,  obferving  to  pick 
cti'any  !:ttle  hairs  or  grit  that  may  have 
fallcuon  if.  When  yon  have  vainlihed 
^wer  the  work  htif  a  doyen  times,  let  it 
Jhand  by  two  or  three  days  till  it  is  tho¬ 
roughly  div;  tlie.i  lake  hue  pumice- 
fioue,  powder  and  liTt  it  fuiely;  and,  with 
a  vei  coarie  vpg  dipped  into  it,  rub 
dawn  your  pav.ne!.  tul  the  ftreaks  of  the 
L.ulh  .uaI  all  kind  of  blemilhcs  are  re¬ 
moved.  Wrtvn»  yoj  rind  your  painting 
to  be  ;vrfcit!y  imocth,  and  all  (;f  one 
liirh.ce,  waih  <  and  dry  your  pannel 
well;  then  varuiui  over  y«'ur  work  again, 
repeating  t:*e  coats  of  varnith,  tut  you 
fmd  you  ha.e  a  fiiflljicnt  Inaiy;  which, 
Lt  pd»utlng,  will  not  take  more 

than  ten  cr  a  doreii  tim.es.  'I'his  done, 
gir.w  prjptrly  hardened,  rub  it  down  a 
lew  iiiiuute.s  w  i.h  the  powdei  cd  piiiTiice- 
fone  as  IhmVc.  Clear  and  wmh  oft  tlic 
I'.unicc-ft  u'.e  as  foon  as  you  find  it  has 
UM  all  the  blwinuhcs  the  vatiijilun^ 


may  have  received ;  then  t.ake  fine  emery 
and  give  it  x^ourfe  of  rubbing  down, 
till  yourpaitn^4  bears  a  furfacc  fmooth 
and  even  as  glafs.  Now  dry  off  your 
emery,  and  Lake  pow  der  of  fine  rotten- 
ftone,  nicely  fifled,  'and#\vith  yc  ur  wet 
rag  rub  it  luine  time,  till  with  the  palm 
of  your  hand,  rubbed  two  or  three  timei 
in  the  lame  place,  your  pannel  dilcovers 
a  glois  equal  to  girds;  this  done,  clear 
oti  your  work,  and  dry  it  chan;  then 
with  another  rag,  or  bit  of  ilannei  dipped 
in  fweet  oil,  rub  y'our  painted  boat d  a' 
few  times  over,  and  then  clear  it  off  with 
fine  dry  powder  or  lh>ur,  and  your  hand, 
and  a  piece  of  uue  Ilannei  dip|>ed  in  your 
fl%>ur  uud  rubbed  over  it;  when  cleared 
oi  the  oil,  will  give  it  a  iullre,  as  though 
your  painting  was  under  a  glafs,  and  the 
I'urfacc  equally  as  Imctdh.  » 

“  This  is  the  exact  manner  iifed  topo- 
lifh  all  things  varnilhed  in  oil  vamilli; 
and  fiich  ware  (1  befoi  e  obferved)  as  can, 
iliould  be  fet  in  a  warm  oven  between 
'every'  coat  of  varniih  given;  and  in 
chambers  where  large  work,  as  equi¬ 
pages,  eferitoires,  ami  cabinets  arc  var- 
niihed,  they  ihouid  be  gradually  heated 
by  lloves.  Martin  had  a  method  on  hot 
and  fun-fliining  days,  oiTlrawing  out  his 
voiturcs  to  receive  its  heat;  but  lean  by 
Di)  means  appnwc  of  fuch  a  method,  as 
1  obferved  to  him,  the  quantity  of  little 
Hies  .and  other  infeds  that  fettled  on  • 
them,  were  difficult  to  take  off  again; 
and  the  fudden.  winds  often  covered 
them  witli  dud;  while  a  clofe  chamber' 
warmed  by  ftoves,  or  the  windows  open¬ 
ed  with  canvas  belbre  tl.em,  mud,  I 
think,  be  the  molt  eligible  method  of 
keeping  the  work  clean,  and  drying  it 
better.” 

The  yJmher  Vartiifo, 

“  Melt  eight  ounces  of  Chio  turpen¬ 
tine,  and,  when  fluid,  pour  into  it  a  pound 
of  fine  pow'dered  amlxrr;  let  it  be  ptuircd 
in  by  degrees,  llirring  it  all  the  while  to 
mingle  it  the  better;  and  when  it  is 
properly  mixed,  fet  it  on  your  fire  for 
half  an  hour ;  then  take  it  off,  Itir  it  well 
about„;irid  add  to  it  two  ounces  of  the 
white  colophony.  Put  it  again  on  your 
firt .  ttop  up  the  cover  dole,  raife  the  fire, 
and  bl(iw  it  very  brllk:  an  exeefs  of  heat 
mufe  l>e  ufed  to  melt  the  .amber,  which 
done,  and  all  pertedly  fluid,  take  it  off 
and  let  it  cool  a  little  at  fome  diftancc. 

.  Now  pour  upon  your  melted  gt^ou 
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a  pound  of  your  prepared  lintfeed  or 
poppy-oiU  m‘‘dc  drying,  and  poured  in 
boiling  hiJt ;  dif  it  well  together  till  it  is 
perfe»flly  incorporated  with  the  gum, 
then  by  degrees  pour  it  into  a  quart  of 
turpentine  made  hot  as  before ;  ftir  it  all 
well  together;  let  it  cool,  and  ftrnin  it 
etf  for  ule;  if  tiiis  is  proi>erly  made,  it 
will  be  clear  as  porter  beer.  If  any 
llioiild  think  the  Cliio  turpentine  is  put 
into  this  varniih  in  too  great  quantities,

“  yjRlNCE  Gldlit/Ju,  the  Ruffian  en- 
i  voy  at  tills  place,  has  received  a 
l('ttcr  from  Leghorn,  dated  0«ft.  11.  in¬ 
forming  him,  that  feveral  Greeks,  arrived 
tiiere  from  Zante,  report,  that  the  Uiilfi- 
an  fleet  was  bciieging  the  ille  of  Negro- 
jxjnt ;  that  they  had  atf ually  burnt  3  % 
vcnels  from  Algiers, 'I'uiiis,  and  Tri poly, 
in  the  port  of  Modon;  and  that  the  Ruf- 
llins  h;ul  loft  only  one  chebec  and  an 
Lugliih  built  frigate.*’ 

RUSSIA. 

PH{rP>rtryhf  Oil.  8.  “  The  mrdig- 
nmt  diftemper,  which  has  broke  out  at 
r.hifeow,  has  caufed  great  difturbance 
and  confiifion  among  the  common 
pet)ple,  which  is  the  particular  reafoii 
wliy  the  remedies  ai  d  iiiduftry  of  the 
phylieians  to  flop  its  progrefs  have  been 
iucffccftual ;  and,  by  the  following  ac¬ 
count  received  from  thence,  tlic  4lh  in- 
ftant,  the  populace  have  carried  tl'.cirex- 
cefi'es  to  the  higheft  pitch.  Ambrofius, 
arclibiliiop  of  Mufeow,  perceiving  that 
many  abufes  had  crept  in  among  the 
conuuori  f>cople,  through  the  artifice  of 
fome  dcftgning  perfons  among  them, 
thought  it  liis  duty  to  pat  a  ftop  to  their 
progrefs.  Thcfe  impoftors  found  means 
to  colled  the  major  part  of  the  people  to 
one  of  the  city  gates,  where  there  is  an 
image  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  worked 
on  their  credulity,  by  a  falfe  appearance 
of  religion,  to  gratify  their  owm  lucratlrc 
intentions.  The  people,  even  many  of 
the  Tick ,  came  in  vaft  croude  to  this  pt^c, 
and  threw  money  into  a  cheft  put  there 
for  that  purpofe,  by  which  means  the 
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and  may  l>c  liable  to  crack,  let  it  be  re¬ 
membered,  that  the  exceeding  tonghnefs  , 
of  the  amber  w  ill  not  let  it  melt  clear, 
any  other  way  than  by  dilTolving  it  in 
the  turpentine,  nor  will  that  quantity 
remain  to  mingle  with  the  varniih,  but 
will  at  leaft  half  evaporate.  Amber  can 
only  l>e  dillolved  clear,  by  melting  it  in 
fome  lei's  glutinous  gum,  and  of  aiieafier 
dilfolution. 

[^Political  Club  defer rcdP\ 
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diftemper  was  fpread  furprizingly,  and 
the  croud  was  even  fo  great,  that  many 
people  were  trod  to  death.  To  put  a 
ftop  to  fuch  villainous  and  impious  prac¬ 
tices,  the  avchbiftiop  feat  pn>per  officers 
to  leal  up  the  cheft;  but  the  blinded  mul¬ 
titude,  who  looked  upon  this  adion  as  a 
difrefped  to,  and  difturbance  of  their  re¬ 
ligion,  imiiiediately  gathered  thenafelves 
together,  and  plundered  the  archbilhop’s 
houfe;  hut,  not  finding  him  there,  they 
went  to  the  convent,  where  this  worthy 
archbithop  was  killed  by  them  in  the 
moft  criu'l  and  barbarous  manner.  As 
foon  as  the  government  of  Mnfeow  heard 
that  the  people  were  in  an  u^rr4r,“  they 
fent  out  the  troops  againft  them,  by 
whofc  hands  many  of  thcfc  v^'rctches  fell 
victims  to  their  own  credniify  and  blind 
bigotry.

POLAND. 

IVarfanvy  Oil.  i6.  “  We  ftfe  afTnred 
that  the  Ruffian  troops  which  arc  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Crimea,  will  march  into 
Poland,  in  order  to  reftorc  tranquility  to 
this  unhappy  country.” 

DavtzicKy  Oil.  19.  "The  Abbe 
Oliva,  and  the  other  religious,  have  re¬ 
ceived  orders  from  the  court  of  Berlin, 
to  give  an  exad  lift  of  all  the  perfons, 
young  and  old,  who  live  within,  their 
jurifdidiqns  or  diocefes,  'on  pain  c5f  for¬ 
feiting  56  ducats,  or  to  fnmifh  50  men. 
Moreover,  if  the  faid  lift  do  not  contain 
the  names  of  each  inhabitant  of  their 
territories,  they  are  to  forfeit  5c  ducats 
for  each  omitted.  In  ftiort,  tbc  Abbe 
Qliva  has  received  orders  to  repair  an4 
w'ideO'thc  higb*i‘oads  in  their  jurifdidiui^ 
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which,  on  account  of  the  vaft  quantity 
of  wood  and  madhes,  which  arc  about 
them,  will  be  a  very  expcnfive  affair  for 
thote  R’ligious,  who  have  this  fpring  been 
obliged  to  furnilh  Urge  contributions  to 
the  foreign  troops.  An  oflScer  fent  from 
general  Belling,  at  Comitz,  to  the  fenate 
of  this  town,  arrived  here  laft  Monday, 
and  has  demanded  an  exa^  lift  of  all  the 
inhabitants 'who  live  in  the  ecclelUftic 
territories;  to  which  the  fenate  replied, 
that  they  could  not  comply  with  that,  as 
they  had  no  eccleliaftic  eftates.”  • 

GERMANY. 

Vienna^  OSi,  19.  ”  The  laft  letters 
from  Ratifbon  advife,  that  the  elector  of 
Bjvaria  has  ilTued  a  new  ordonance  re¬ 
lative  to  the  engrolling  of  corn;  by 
which  a  penalty  of  confifeation  is  laid 
on  all  corn  concealed  in  ware-houfes  for 
the  firft  offence,  and  the  penalty  of  dcafh 
for  the  fecond.  The  value  of  corn  fo 
o^nfifeateti  to  go  one  half  to  the  infor¬ 
mer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  poor.  All 
officers  of  juftice  who  lhall  be  difeovered 
to  have  favoured  the  monopoliiers  arc 
to  be  broke  and  banifticd.** 

SWEDEN. 

Stftriholmt  Oil,  1 5.  “  The  fenator 
count  Schwerin  is  made  grand* marlhal  to 
the  Queen -dowager,  and  he  aiked  leave 
to  be  abfent  for  fome  months :  It  is  con- 
fcqucntly  luppoied  that  he  is  to  accom¬ 
pany  her  maiefly  to  Berlin. — The  ftates 
were  aifcmblcd  in  Plcno  Uft  Saturday, 
and  the  project  for  the  king’s  ailurances 
was  laid  before  them:  The  order  of 
clei>'y  approved  it ;  but  in  the  other  or- 
Bers  it  was  laid  upon  the  table. — In  con- 
fcqucnce  of  letters  received  from  Peterf- 
hurgh  an<l  klofeow,  giving  an  account  of 
an  infectious  diftemper,  which  rages  in 
tb«  Utter  of  thufc  cities,  feveral  precau- 
ti^ms  have  been  taken  by  the  government 
here, and  amemg  others  a  cordon  of  troops 
is  ordcrcel  to  be  fi^arKd  in  Finland.”

nued  much  longer,  it  mull  have  proved 
fatat  to  the  town,  as  many  houfes  W'ould 
have  fallen.  I  do  not  find  that  any  per*
